Compete Here To-day 


Fine Impression in New 
Zealand as at Wembley 


Province Gets Money at Low 
Rate For Refunding Matur¬ 
ing Loans 


Fresh from the orKanization 
of a wonderfully auoeesafuf dis¬ 
play of sixty-foot Canadian ex¬ 
hibitor* at the Dunedin Inter- 
Aatiousl Exhibition, Mow Zea¬ 
land, Oscar Turcotte, the mal¬ 
ter panel architect of the Cana¬ 
dian pavilion at Wembley, ar¬ 
rived here this morning aboard 
K.M.S. Aorangi from New Zea¬ 
land. Having carried out the 

plan* and feature* of one of the 
most attractive displays in the ex¬ 
hibition at Wembley. Mr. Turcotte, 
a French-Canadlan. was sent l- 
Dunedin in charge of Ihe Canadian 
Government's section of Ihe exhibit 
there. His success with this work, 
as in the case of his efforts in Eng¬ 
land. wit* marked and praised by all 
who visited the Csnadian pavilion. 

The Dunedin exhibition was opened 
November 17 and closed May 1. Dur¬ 
ing that time 3.3ou.Od guests were 
welcomed Into the pavilions of th# 
nations represented there. 

The majority ot the exhibits were 
commercial. Mr. Turcotte stated this 
morning. They were arranged In 
such a way, however, as to attract 
the moat casual observer, and the 
Interest displayed by all who xaw 
them was flattering to those who 
liatk arranged the displays. 

Although Australia was four days 
uway from New Zealand, therJ were 
thousands of tourists from the big 
Commonwealth cities who thrtfngeJ 
through the Dunedin exhibition, 
boats were crowded with those seek¬ 
ing the pleasures of the gigantic 
display. The guarantors of the ex- 
Mbltlon lost nothing, owing to tha 
able management and splendid ad¬ 
vertising carried out. 

Mr. Turcotte was the originator of 
the famous grain and grasses effect 
by which rural life was presented In 
such picturesque and realistic fash¬ 
ion Jn the panels around the Main 
Court of the Canadian pavilion at 
WeTHhle. His work st DunedTn, al¬ 
though on a smaller scale, was of 
a similar nature and of equal merit, 
and. consisted of a series of tableaux 
■with unique lighting effects, repre¬ 
sentative of moonlight and sunlight. 

Mr. Turcotte was welcomed at the 
wharf when he arrived here to-day 
i»y friends who had met him In Eng¬ 
land whle| he was engaged In hlg 
work at Wembley, He Is on hla way 
to Eaate-o Canada.

PERITONITIS 

Dr. J. S. MacEachern. of Calgary, 
discussed prevention, diagnosis and 
treatment of post-operative periton¬ 
itis. He gave advice to surgeons as 
to technical operative methods which 
will prevent Intrusion of germs Into 
the peritoneum cavity from the 
patient’s skin, microscopic examina¬ 
tion showing that germs common to 
the skin surface are generally present 
In peritonitis. He considered that 
moat cases show lack of complete 
operative asepsis, while cases where 
adequate precautions had been taken 
had been traced to foci of Infection 
such as bad teeth, the germs trawling 
In the bloodstream and obtaining a 
hold at the point of operation 
through the lowered resistance of the 
patient. "We have to take the patient 
In the condition he comes to us. but 
such points of focal Infection as bud 
teeth should be removed If posslM? 
before operations In the peritoneal 
cavity,” he advised. 

ULCERS DISCUSSED 

Dr. W. H. Dickson, radiologist of 
Toronto, opened a trilogy of discus¬ 
sions on duodenal ulcers, presenting 
a series of radiographs. He ahowed 
that X-ray diagnosis has attained 
great success with development of a 
skilful technic. This equipment wa#

'f'HE REGION OF WHICH LOS ANGELES 

* ia the centre hai been the tcene of many thrilling 
experience*—on the *creen—but for ttrenuou* action 
and audacious plot not many have surpassed the ad¬ 
ventures of Mr*. Aimee Semple McPherson, the 
celebrated evangelist, which, as recounted by her, 
were published in The Times yesterday. 

Chloroformed and kidnapped from a popular 
bathing beach almost in the midst of a throng of 
people; gagged, bound and carried by motor car to 
an obscure place across the Mexican border; held for 
ransom, tortured to give out certain information which 
would facilitate her captors' scheme for extorting 
money .from her friends; sawing her bonds on a con¬ 
venient can and after escaping through a window 
staggering to a settlement where she falls unconscious 
<—all these high-lights of her harrowing experience 
are to be found in the conventional picture thriller. 
There is only one omission, and that is the absence 
of the conventional hero, unless we can to consider 
the American who brought the evangelist across the 
border to the Arizona, town where she now lies. 

The prominence of Mrs. McPherson made her dis¬ 
appearance some weeks ago a sensation of the first 
magnitude. It was featured in the press of Europe 
only a little less conspicuously than on this con¬ 
tinent. Her reappearance and her narrative of the 
extraordinary things that befell her form a climax 
no less startling. Altogether it is one of the most 
dramatic stories of this generation. There will be much 
rejoicing over her return—and a corresponding 
amount of cursing from the desperate villains over 
whose wickedness virtue has triumphed once more.

As market day 
revenue this would be more, perhaps, and when it 
is borne in mind that the eggs produced in 1924 
were valued at $65,000,000 some idea is obtained of 
what the hen amounts to annually as a going con¬ 
cern. This is a gross output of $1.40 for each dollar 
of capital investment, at the cost of some care, 
and only food and shelter for the toilers. And the 
capital remains in a highly liquid state. Few indus¬ 
trial enterprises could show such returns.

occasions that it is necessary to inflict capita] 
punishment on a woman in Great Britain. But when 
the circumstances appear to warrant it there is seldom 
very little hesitation in allowing the law to take its 
prescribed course. Thu morning at Manchester the 
executioner sprung the trap under Mrs. Louise Cal¬ 
vert, her crime being that of strangling her landlady, 
and. although the maintained her innocence until the 
eleventh hour, it is understood that the made a full 
confession of the crime just before being led to the 
scaffold, and met death quite stoically. The last 
time a woman met a similar fate was after the famous 
Byfleet murder, the feminine victim on that occasion 
being proved gravity of abetting her paramour in poison¬ 
ing her husband. Both man and woman were 
treated alike. 

The thing that strikes American commentators 
on crime is the speed with which the law is enforced 
and justice dispensed in British countries. Neither 
in Canada nor in the British Isles is sentiment allowed 
to play any more than very insignificant part. Mur¬ 
der cases in particular go to trial at once and the law¬ 
yer who sets himself the task of trying to get his client 
off is usually obliged to confine his efforts to the actual 
evidence which has a direct bearing on the cate at bar. 
Canadian and Old Country courts are never the scene 
of roving commissions over a tea of irrelevancies. If 
an alienist it required his service* are employed; but 
the courtroom is not turned into a forum for a general 
free-for-all in which gentjemen who earn large fee* 
as "brain" specialists participate. Because of this 
die murderer in Canada and Britain usually pays the 
pijpc which the law prescribes for his crime.

If we disposed of the Willows property, 
eventually we would have to establish another exhibi¬ 
tion centre, and where is there a site at good as the 
one we have? We assume alto that at this is public 
property the public will be given the fullest informa¬ 
tion regarding any offer that may be received. In 
any case, the property should be retained by the city 
unless it shall receive so exceptional a proposition that 
it would be folly to reject it. We doubt very much 
if such an offer will be made. 

AFTER THE MITCHELL CONTROVERSY 

R ecently the united states 

Senate approved a bill to authorize an annual 
expenditure for army aviation of $40,000,000 on 
a five-year programme. This provides for the con¬ 
struction of a total of 1,800 aeroplanes and as many 
airship* and balloons at the Secretary of War may 
recommend. 

On the day after this measure went through, the 
Senate passed another, which authorizes the navy 
to spend $85,000,000 for its branch of the air service 
of the country over a five-year period. This pro¬ 
vides for the construction of 1.947 aeroplanes and two 
rigid dirigibles considerably' larger than the Shenan¬ 
doah, together with a substantial increase in the navy's 
flying personnel, and the purchase of a small dura¬ 
lumin-covered airship for experimental purposes. The 
array aviation bill, moreover, authorizes the addition 
of 403 officers to the newly-designated Air Corps and 
sufficient enlisted men to bring its number up to 

15.000. 

This new programme about to be launched by 
the United States is obviously a bid for supremacy 
in the air. It will give the country as many aero¬ 
planes as Great Britain, Italy, and Japan combined 
have in commission at the present time, and place 
it next to Franca in this respect, that republic now 
having approximately 5,500 aeroplanes on the ef¬ 
fective list. 

It it an interesting development on the part of 
our neighbor because it comes on the heels of the 
controversy which raged about the head of Colonel 
Mitchell. His charges of unpreparednes* in this re¬ 
spect were of a sensational nature and made in a sen¬ 
sational way. to much so. moreover, that the punish¬ 
ment which hit court-martial prescribed was suffi¬ 
cient to persuade him to resign from the service 
altogether. 

In a reference to this officer The Cincinnati En¬ 
quirer says the bills recently pasted do not provide 
"all that Colonel Mitchell and his friends desired, 
but they constitute a tremendous stride forward m 
the direction of sane preparedness." The Chicago 
Journal of Commerce says that controversy "hat re¬ 
sulted in a remarkable benefit." Colonel Mitchell s 
mistake, of course, was his defiance of all disciplinary 
rule* and the altogether unusual method which he 
employed to attract attention to what he considered 
a serious situation.

Surgical and Medical Views 
on Increasing Ailment Fea¬ 
tured Wednesday Session 

••Until more knowledge Is obtained 
of the functions of tha endocrine 
gland*, surgery will remain the best 
means of treating toxlo goitre,** Dr. 
O. 8. Fahrnl of Winnipeg stated at 
yesterday afternoon’s session of the 
Canadian Medical Association Con¬ 
vention at the Empress Hotel ball¬ 
room. Dr. Fahrnl gave statistics of 
operative cases of goitre treated by 
him. showing that of 320 operations 
only six resulted In death, all being 
cases of very advanced condition. 

A remarkable point waa Dr* 
Fahrnl'* assertion that no case had 
been refused surgical treatment save 
Instances where severe cancer was 
present. Dr. Fahrnl was the first of 
four speakers dealing with varying 
viewpoints and treatments of goitre. 

CREATES POISONS 

Dr. A. H. Gordon of Montreal pre¬ 
sented the medical aspect of the sub¬ 
ject. “Of all the medical problems 
connected with goitre the moat im¬ 
portant Is what we call toxicity* for 
lack of a better term. Were It not 
for this goitre would be merely a j 
matter of pressure." he said. 

Administration of Iodine In cartaln j 
forms of goitre aggravates the disease, j 
while in other cases it Is helpful. Dr.. 
Gordon Mated, giving examples. 

In closing Dr. Gordon pointed out 
tha^ types of goitre. If let alone, will 
not Improve and so should be remo%-ed 
while such work Is practical. On the 
other hand, other types of goitre Im¬ 
prove without treatment by the knife, 
but Dr. Gordon agreed that at the 
present time surgery Is the beet 
mean* of treatment, with results at 
times bordering on the marvelous. 
LACK OP IODINE 

Dr. W. D. Keith of Vancouver dealt 
with preventive method* and pointed 
out that Indians of British Columbia 
and Manitoba, when existing on a 
diet largely based on fish, show no 
sign* of goitre, while natives not 
making a large use of fish show no 
more immuni ty from goitre than 
white peg pie. Dr. Keith showed that 
Japanese people have a large iodine 
content in Japan where fish is prom¬ 
inent In the diet but have no such 
advantage when realdent In America 
and existing on a changed diet. 

He thought that clear mountain 
stream water, lacking Iodine, should 
be considered as a cause of goitre. 
After quoting experiments Dr. Keith 
Stated "I feel satisfied that lack of 
Iodine In the drinking water la. In 
certain districts, the cause of goitre 
being widespread." Cases where 
iodine waa not present In practical 
quantities in drinking water had been 
examined when residents were found 
free from goitre, and the people were 
found to be large consumers of fish. 

Community treatment of drinking 
water, by addition of Iodine, has re¬ 
sulted In a great liiefbaes In cases of 
toxic goitre. Use of Iodised salt has 
also produced difficulties, and Dr. 
Keith pointed out that this Is probably 
due to a large number of people being 
alrMdy In an unstable thyroid con¬ 
dition. and the preventive measures, 
of value to the normal person, pro¬ 
duces a toxic condition In persons 
already afflicted with certain forms 
of goitre. _ . 

Where Iodine la used aa a_ achoot 
prophylaxis every child should first 
be given a thorough examination by 
a physician. Dr. Keith advised. 
CURATIVE RAYS 

Dr. H. W. McOuffin of Calgary con¬ 
cluded the discussion on goitre with 
a presentation of the radiologist’s 
standpoint. He told of successful 
X-Ray treatments, but remarked that 
many cases have failed to respond. 
This he considered to be due te In¬ 
accurate diagnosis and other causes 
apart from radiology. 

I Dr. McGuffln gave instances where 
radiation was of value, and when 
countering criticisms by surgeons of 
the use of X-Rays and radium, quoted 
Instances to prove that radiation 
treatments are no handicap to later 
operation by surgery. 

While Iodine has been of priceless 
value to the skilful surgeon. Dr. Mc- 
(luffln declared that use of this drug 
by the Inexperienced has converted 
many minor goitre cases Into the 


dangerous class. Last Winter a large 
increase of serious cases was noted 
in Calgary. At first this had been 
credited to the mild Winter, but re- 
study of tbe histories showed that 
unwise use of Iodine was a general 
cause. 

“I sometimes feel an Intruder be¬ 
cause I dare to advocate treatment of 
goitre by radiology, a method con¬ 
sidered unorthodox." said Dr. Mc¬ 
Guffln after pointing out “there are a 
hundred surgeons treating goitre for 
every radiologist, what would be the 
result If we had these figures re¬ 
versed?** 


A communication from Fire Marshal 
J. A. Thomas received by Fire Chief 
Vernon Stewart intimate* that legisla¬ 
tion might soon be considered which 
would ben the gasoline-filling pumps 
from street curb* owing to the Increase 
In traffic throughout th* Province. Th* 
“diive-ln" type of filling station might 
soon be the only one doing business in 
B.C.. the letter Intimated The curb 
rumps were dangerous for the reason 
that the big glass container at their top 
might be broken by a blow from some 
vehicle, and send Its highly inflammable 
contents over a hot motor below. 

"I would recommend to your council 
that very careful consideration be given 
to any application for permission to erect 
a blind pump on the curb. Owing to 
congested conditions on our highways 
and streets at the present time 1 feel 
that it will be necessary in the very 
near future to prohibit the filling of 
car* on the public streets." the Fire 
Marshal's communication concludes.
